lieth in the belief of a God; 
for if there were not a God to 


there be a God, yet if a man do not be- 
lieve that He #s, he can be of no Religion : 
all Religion conſifting in a firm Belief that 
there isa God, join'd with an hearty en- 
deavour to pleaſe and honor him; a fear 
to offend him, and a hope to be made hap- 


Py by him. Now that rhe moſt unlearned 
| may 
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may ſee how reaſonable a thing it is to be- 
lieve there is a God whom he is bound to 
Obey and Worſhip; let him conſider theſe 
following things. 

1. It hath ever been the general belief of 
the whole world, that- there is a God. 
Hence let a man thus reaſon with himfelf : 

1. I ſce that, in moſt things which are 
not plain to ſenſe, itis a very rare thing 
to find many men of one opinion; but e- 
ven all they, who difter moſt from one a+ 
nother, and that in very weighty matters 
of Religion, do unanimouſly agree in this, 
that there is a God. | 

2. The beſt mer, that 1s, they who do 
moſt good in the world, have ever been 
moſt forward and zealous 1n God's cauſe. 

3. The moſt Learned, who have ſpent 
their ſtrength, and rime, and have the beſt 
means to learn the Truth, have ſatisfied 
themſelves, and Jaboured to confirm 0- 
thers in the belief of God. 

4. The wicked, and worſt, who are al. 
ſo the moſt of men, could never find any 
reaſon to believe there 15 no God : bur, 
though they could heartily wiſh there 
were none, becauſe the very thoughts of 
him are troubleſome, diſturbing their plea= 
ſures, and their wicked deſigns, with fear 

of 
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of him ; yet do they feel him 1n their con- 


ſciences whether they will or no. 

5. They who have denyed a God, are 
but a very few, and fo wicked, that the 
world hath been weary of them, and they 
could hardly perſwade the world they 
were in earnef?; but rather that their wick- 
ed lives did perſwade them to wilh there 
were no God, than that any rcaſon did 
convince them to bclieve fo : Yea, all they 
can ſay, ſhews only, that at molt they 
are in doubt, and phancy fora time (to 
ſill their troubleſome conſciences ) ſome 
poſſibility that there may be no God, 
whilſt they can neither make it certain to 
themſelves, nor ſo much as probable to 
others, who would faineſt have it ſo, that 
there is none. Sccing then that the generali- 
ty of mankind, even the moſt, the wiſeſt, 
and the beſt , believe it; and a very 
few only of the very worſt, do rather 
wiſh than ſay, or only fay, but cannot 
prove, that there is no God : I haveno 
reaſon yet to think all men in the world ei- 
ther fools in believing, or knaves in ma- 
king alie; but only theſe very few, whom 
no man hath cauſe to account much better. 

If any man ſhall now fay, that this uni- 


verſal belief, is only grounded on ſome 


blind 
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blind Tradition, which ſome crafty Poli- 
tician firſt ſet on foot, *kat he might keep 
the filly world in awe: 1lask, who made 
him ſo wiſe as to know that which for ſo 
many thouſand years now paſt, no man 
hath been able to diſcover? When began 
this Tradition? When was it not? Who 
ſet it firſt on foot ? was 1t never diſcovered 
to be ſo till now ? How doth it now appear 
that itis ſo? Did all men before, believe 
thereis no God? And is it then a likely 
thing that all men, even the wiſeſt, ſhould 
beat firſt tamely caught, and ever after 
blindly led by a bare hear-ſay, and thatin _ 
a matter of ſuch univerſal, and eternal 
concernment to all mankind? By what 
means did he bring all men to believe him? 
Did he by force compel them to it ? 
What mighty man was he that could thus 
over awe the world ? How ſewed up their 
lips, that no man could tell this lamenta- 
ble ſtory 2? How came it to paſs, that when 
this force abated, men returned not to 
their old unbelief ? Or did he move men 
by reaſon to believe him? They muſt 
needs be very weighty reaſons that could 

* perſwade all men to come off from their 
old unbelief, and to embrace a belief that 
they ſaw would fill their minds with fear, 
and 
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and awe, and put a curb upon their carnal 
wills, and reſtrain their beloved Lufts, 
and fet a bar to thei! worldly Intereſts, 
and top up the current of their natural in- 


clinations, and abridge them at once of all . 


their wonted liberties. If they were not 


ſtrong and powerful reaſons that could do 


all this, which certainly muſt be very 
hard to do, then why hath not the Atheiſt 
all this while, out of love to his ſuppoſed 


truth, with his better reaſons, perſwaded. 
the world to that which muſt needs feem - 


far eaſier, conſidering mens corruptions, 
generally to caft off the belief of God ? 
But if they were good reaſons, as the 


muſt needs be which makes ſo proud a. 
thing as man, to own a God above him); + 


then is it reaſcnable to believe a God. 
But what deſign had this politick man in 


all this ?. Did he pretend he had his Laws 


trom God, and by that device perſwade 
men to ſubmit to them ? If he himſelf be- 
lieved no God, 'tis hard to think what 
hopes he ſhould conceive, that thoſe rea- 
ſors wich couid not perſwade himſelf, 


might prevai with all otuers : Leftdes, if ,_ 
this was h15 Cefign, It £21 not feern to ſa-. 
vor muci of policy, t& ner:wa..- men in 


love with liberty, to put their necks into 


his 
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his yoak, for the ſake of a God whom they 
knew not, or of Religion which they loved 
not: Again, the wiſer ſort might well be 
ſuppoſed as politick as he, and not eafje to 
be gulled out of their liberrty ; and the 
more ſimple are rather apt ro ſuſpect than 
#þ. !icve all thar Politicians commend unto 
tr ;n. Laſtly, Did he pretend the univer- 
iz. £vod of all mankind, and rational 
convince men that the belief of a God that 
g0.erneth, and ſhall judge the world is the 
oneiy thing that preſerves good order in 
the world ? if ſo, then rel] me, did ke 
ſay the truth, or did he lie in ſaying there 
is a God? If he faid truly, then is it a 
- truth, anc to be believed : If it was alie, 
then is it for the good of the whole world, 
and therefore a duty, to believe a lie, ra- 
ther than a truth - For ifit be a lie to ſay, 
there 15a God, then 1s a lie the Foundati- 
_ onand Pillar of all goodneſs and virtue, 
peace and order, faithfulneſs and honeſty 
_ . among men: Andif it be true to ſay, there 
15no God; then is a truth the Foundation 
__ of all wickedneſs, diſorder and miſchicf. 
And whobut the Atheiſt, who can believe 
' any thing bur a God, will be perſwaded ro 
believe this. 
2, The very works of Nature give the 


world 
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world great reaſon to believe (as it wor - 


' that there is a God. Let a man thus again 


reaſon with himſelf. 
I. Suppoſe 1 were in ſome unknown 


Iſland, and there ſaw goodly Fields, and 
Meadows of Corn and Graſs, Paſtures full 
of all kind of Cattel,ftately Houſes,and the - 
Rooms in them adorned with rich Furnt- 
ture, Tables furniſhed with variety of Vict- 
uals, neat Gardens, fruitful Orchards and 
Fiſhponds, with many other curious works 
of Art and Skill;thovugh all this while I ſaw: 
no man in that place, yet ſurely I ſhould. 
think, that theſe things were not thus of * 
themſelves, or by chance; but that ſome 
Skilful and provident perſon had thus or-, _ 
dered them : How can' I then iook upon. 
this world, and the numerous parts of it a- 
bove and below, the wonderful ſplendor, 
and beauty, the great variety,the rare con- 
trivance, the comely and conſtant order of , 
things, the ample proviſion made for eve- 
ry thing, the mutual ſervice, ableneſs, 
and uſefulneſs of them all, and the like; 
but I muſt needs believe,that there is ſome ,_ 
infinitely powerful, wiſe, and good Maker 
and Governour of the world, whom men 
call God? 


2. WhenT look upon my felf, and con- 
ſider |

ſider how wounderfully I am made; how 
I am furniſhed with all uſeful Inſtruments 
of Lite, and Senſe, and Motion ; how fit- 
ly every part and member of my body is 
placed, and how wiſely contrived and fa- 
{htonea, buth tor the beauty of the whole, 
and for the particular uſe and office to 
what it ferves: what ſtrange powers, and 
facultics of Soul I have, and how wonder- 
ful are the workings of imagination, phan- 
cy and reaſon within me, and the hike: I 
mult needs think whence I ſhould have 
theſe things. I am ſure, I did not thus or- 
der them my ſelf, and there was a time 
when I had none of them, and when { was 
not what now | am; and therefore I muſt 
necds have both my being, and all that is 
in me from ſome others, W ho ſhould this 
other be? My Parcnts, and theirs before 
them, might ſay the very ſame of them- 
ſelves that Il now do; and they could not 
make me what I am : they couid not cer- 
tainly promiſe themſelves a Child, they 
knew not how I was formed in the Womb, 
how my parts or. members were ſet toge- 
ther, nor took they any care to order them; 
when 1 was conceiveo, they could not 
tell whether | ſhould be a Man or a Wo- 
man, or Monſter, peifect or imperfect, a 
Wiſe 
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Wiſe man or a Fool, nor yet whether [ 
ſhould be born, or live when born. No + 
Man underſtandeth half the wonders of 
himſelf, how he is nouriſhed, and grows. 
cth, and feeth, and heareth, and rhinketh, 
and dreameth ; no, not fo much as how his 
hairs and nails came to be what they are, | 
What then can think, but that I amthe * 
work of one, who is wonderful in power, 
and wiſdom , and goodneſs, who made 
both me and all Men, even God? 

Thirdly, Now that I am, I find that] 
am not in my own power; I cannot bring 
about all my own deſigns and purpoſes as. 
Iwould ; I cannot ſupply my own wants 
and imperfections, nor continue to my 
ſelf all my enjoyments and comforts ; I © 
cannot make my food noutiſh my Body, 
nor keep my Body from Sickneſs or pain, 
nor make that part ſtraight which is crook- 
ed, or beautiful which is deformed; I 
cannot keep our fears, nor rule my. 
thoughts, nor hinder caſualties, nor pro- 
long my Life, nor prevent my Death and 
Corruption : I am therefore in the power, 
at the diſpoſal, and under the Providence + 
of another, by whom I am preſerved and 


governed, that is, God. 


Fourthly, For ought that I can perceive, 
(and | 
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( and we muſt reaſon from what we'can 
perceive, and not from what we cannot ) 
Man is the moſt perfect and Noble of all 
things here below. Man hath Life, and 
motion, and fenſe, and choice, and un» 
derſtanding, and reaſon, and diſcourſe ; 
whereas of other things, ſome want all, 
and all want ſome of theſe : yea, in all ap. 
pearance, all theſe things were deſigned 
for the uſe and benefit of Man, for they 
are fitted for his uſe, and he can, and doth 
upon occaſion uſe them , and we ſee no 
other uſe of many of them: I cannot 
therefore bclieve that Man was made by 
any of them, and I am ſure Man did not 
make them ; "but both they and Man were 
made by ſome other: for if Man be not 
of himſelf, nor in his own power, but 
governed by another; much leſs are thoſe 
things which appear ſubject and inferior to 
Man, of themſclves, or in their own pow- 
cr, but rather are all governed by God the 
Maker of all. 

Laſtly, All things are, and work for 
ſome end and purpoſe, even things with- 
out underſtanding, or ſenſe, or life, work, 
as it were, by a certain Rule, and that vi- 
fibly for the preſervation of themſelves , 
and the common good of the World, and 

G eſpeci- 
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eſpecially of Man. Tine tieavenly Bo- 
dies orderly and duly ſhed abrva- their in- 
fluence of Light and heat, to 123-:2 the 
Earth fruitful, and direct, and cc: man 
and beaſt : the Earth yielc= ver Fritz in 
due ſeaſon for the nouriſhment of hex in- 
habitants; and without the Orderly mo- 
tion either of the Earth or Heaveny bc. 
dies, that Light and warmth *woutd not be 
equally diſtributed to the ſeverat parts of 
the Earth, and Suramer, and Wi ter, and 
Spring, and Harveſt, and day and night 
would not keep their right courſe, If the 
Waters did not contentedly keep within 
their own banks and Channels, the Earth 
would be drowned, and except Vapours 
did go up, and gather irto Clouds, and 
come down in ſcaſonable {nowers, the 
Earth would be barren, and Man and Beaſt 
would periſh. We ſee how ail living - 
Creatures do propagate for the upaolding 
of their kind ; and how Plants bring Seed 
to the ſame end, and that Seed ſcattered 
in the Earth furniſheth us with a new ſtock 
of Plants. We ſce how living Creatures 
are Armed with Natural weapons for their .. 
own defence, and on occaſion uſe them , 
and thoſe that have none, have either wit 
39d ability to make for their own uſe, as 
Men ; 
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Men ; or have flight of wing, as Fowls ; 
or ſpeed of foot, as Hares, Gcc. or are 
fitted to make themſelves niding places, as 
Moles and Worms, &c. We ſce how that 
young things ſo ſoon as iallen from their 
Dams, ſeek their foog; the little Infant 
when it knows nothing , naturally ſeeks 
the Pap, and Sucks, which it can hardly 
be taught to do after it is weaned, and 
needs it not. A thoufand fuch things I 
cannot but obſerve, which fhew that eve- 
ry thing hath it's being for ſome end, and 
Naturally works for that end, and yet 
many of them neither know that ead, nor 
how they work : what then can I imagine, 
but that there is ſome Almighty, and So- 
vereign power, or God, who wiſely made, 
and doth {till direct all things for, and to 
their ſeveral ends and uſes. 

If any Man ſhall now again ſay, that it 
is poſſible all things might be as they are 
without a God : I ask, how doth he know 
that this is poſſible ? If he know 1t not, 
why doth he ſay it is? Andif he know it , 
why is he not ſo kind to ſhew us how it 
may be? But ſuppoſe it be poſhble, that 
things might be without a God is it there- 
fore reaſonable for me to think that things 


are not from God, onely becauſe 'tis poſ- 
© | flble 
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fible they might be otherwiſe , whilſt I 
find great probabilities to perſwade that 
they are from God ? MuſtI therefore be- 
lieveT had no Father, becauſe 'tis poſſible 
I might be without a Father, or rather be- 
cauſe ſome body may poſlibly ſay, it may 
be I had nonc ; when as I cannot conceive, 
nor can he ſhew me any reafon wiy 1 
ſhould think 1 had none ; yea, whereas 
I ſee that all Men genctally have Fathers, 
and there is one whom ] cal} Father, and 
of whom all that know me have ever told 
me that he is my Father, and the features 
of my Face, and other reſemblances of 
him in me make it likely cnough that he 
is my Father; and I have found cauſe to 
believe by the Portion and Eſtate is given 
me, that ( though he might be dead be- 
fore I was born, and ſo I never ſaw him ) 
there was one who own'd me for his Child, 
and loved me, and cared, and provided 
for me? The whole World of Men wit- 
neſs that there 15 a God, the whole courſe 
of Nature, and the ſpecial tokens in my 
ſelf, make 1t highly reaſonable for me to 
be believe a God; and thall I now not be- 
ſieve 1t, becauſe one man or two are bold 
to tell me, it may be that there is none ; 


certainly muſt believe that which is high-. 
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ly reaſonable, rather than that which at 
moſt 1s but poſſible, and 1 cannot conceive 
{o much as poſſible neither. 

If it here be ſaid, that Gcd is ſaid to be 
2n Eternal and Infinite being, and that no 
Man can poſtivly comprehend fuch a Be- 
ing, and therefore how can any Man be- 
leve that which is incomprehenſible ? I 
muſt ſay,that *tis true, wh.at is eternal and 
infinice, is alſo, as ſuch,incomprehenſible, 
for fully to comprehend it, were to ſup- 
poſe it to have bounds and limits, which 
if it had, it were not cternal nor infinite; 
yet though [ cannot comprehend fully the 
cternity and infinitenefs of God, I ma 
believe there is a God, whois Eternal and 
Infinite, for this is no more than to be- 
lieve there is a Being, that hath greater 
perfections than I can underſtand ; and it 
is ſo eaſie for me to believe this, chat 1 can- 
not but believe it, for I cannot but believe 
that there is a being that hath greater per- 
fections than man, becauſe I cannot but 
believe there is one who gave to man all 
his perfeCtions : and I am ſure that I can- 
not underſtand all the perfections that 
be in Man, nor in any thing elſe, and 
therefore much leſs can 1 underſtand 
all the perfeCtions of him who made man : 
| muſt therefore needs believe there is one 
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cf fuch perfeRions as I cannot underſtand. 
Yea, it is moſt certain that all men know 
ſo much of Eternity and Inhaity , that 
they muſt confeſs that ſomething 1s eter= 
na], without beginning; and ſomething 
infinite, without bounds; whether they 
will or no. It cannot be truly ſaid , that. 
once there was nothing, for then nothing 
could ever have been; becauſe where there 
was nothing, there could be no power or 
inclination to any thing, nothing to make 
or produce any thing : but now we ſee. 
many things, evena World. Say then , 
had tne World a beginning, or had it none? 
If it had a beginning, was it made by it 
ſelf, or by ſome other? It did not make 
It ſelf, for before it was made, it was not; 
and when it was not it could do nothing. 
[f it was made by ſome other, then was 
that other before it, and is the ſame who 
made all things, God. If the World 
had no beginning, then was it eternal : So 
we muſt grant an eternal Being, an eternal 
World, or aneternal God. And if ſome- 
thing be eternal, ſomething is infnite, for 
eternal hath no bounds of duration. If 
it be then impoſſible to conceive that once 
there was nothing, and then many things 
began to be without a Maker; then is it 
1umpoſſble not to believe, and therefore 

calle 
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ealic to believe ſomething eternal. Is it 
not then for me more reaſonable to believe 
an eternal God, who cannot be God if he 
be not eternal, than for another to believe 
an eternal \Vorld, which may be a world, 
and not ce 21:al ? Sec ng then all muſt Srant 
that ſomeiaing 15 eternal, I have no reaſon 
not to þ:11vce a God, onely becauſe I can- 
not comprehend eternity. 

I as!; 92ce more, how came Man to be ? 
Every £320 £21 ray, [ was begotten by a- 
Father, and io 3s my Father, and his 
before him; and fo | muſt go on, either 
without end, 0:2 muſt ſtop at ſome man, 
who was rſt of all men. 1f 1 £0 ON with- 
out end, and ſuppoſe that no Man was firſt 
of ali, then muſt I grant an infinite Suc- 
ceſſon of Men one after another, and that 
there hath becn already an infinite number 
of men, and that this infinite number of. 
Men may yet be greater, and ſo one infi- 
nite may be greater than another, and the 
ſame number infinite and not infinite : and 
theſe things are ſurely incomprehenſible , 
and if I muſt be forced to grant ſomething 
incompreheafible, why ſhould I not be- 
lieve an incomprehenſivle God? Is it not 
eaſier for me to conceive an eternal God , 
who firſt made man, then an eternal Suc- 
ceſſion of ſhort-lived men dropping into 
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the World one after another, and pre. 
ſently vaniſhing again? If I ſtop at ſome 


- firſt man, did that man once begin to be, 


or did he not ? If not, then have we found 
an eternal being, an eternal man : and ſhall 
it be more reaſonable to belicve an eternal 
man, when we now ſee all men have be- 
ginning, and are Mortal, then an etcrnal 
God, who muſt be eternal if he be God? 
Why did that eternal Man leave Children 
ſo unlike himſelf, of fo fhort a Life ® Or 
what 2s now become of hime If he was 
eternally, he had eternally a power to be, 
and live, and did chufe to dye, and be no 


more, and not leave the leaſt notice to the. 


World that ever he was? Did that firſt 
man begin to be e He gave not his begin- 
ning to himſelf, for before he began to be, 
he was not : he had it from no other man, 
for he was the firſt man : did he ſpring out 
of the Earth ? Shew what power the Earth 
had to prodcue ſo noble a Creature; and 
if it ha1that power, did it ſpend it all at 
once, that it ſhould never before or fince 
bring forth another man, or any thing like 
him? I know men may dream of ſtrange 
viings, and tell their dreams ſo often, that 
they may forget they were dreams, and 
begin to think them Truths : and becauſe 
wicked man is afraid of God, he is willing 
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to ſet his phanſie a work to hatch pretty 
conceits, which he may play and ſport 
with, and divert himſelf from hearkning 
to his Con ſcience, and fom all thoughts of 
God, which diſturb his quict, and imbit- 
ter his delights with fears of Judgment : 
but he ſhall never be able by reaſon to ſa- 
tisfie himſelf, that there is no God. 

3. The content of the whoſe World per- 


-ſwades me that it is at leaſt a very great 


unadviſcdneſs and arrogance, haſtily to 
dif-believea God; the whole frame and 
order of Nature convince me, that it is 
very reaſonable and highly ſatisfactory to 
the mind of man to belicve thereis a God; 
bur far greater ſatisfaction yet a man may 
receive from thoſe clearer evidences which 
God hath given to the World of himſelf ; 
in Propheſies and Miracles. Let a Man 
therefore thus reaſon with himſelf 
Firſt, Things have been fore-told, many 
hundred years before they came to paſs ; 
and theſe things have come to paſs 
exactly in all circumſtances of time, place; 
and manner, as they were fore-tola. For 
my own part, I know, that I cannot tell 
what ſhall be to Morrow, or the very next 
hour; and others who have ventured to 
fore-tell ſuch things, have miſeradiy Þc- 


fool'd both their ſelyes, and all that gave 
Credit 
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credit to them : onely thoſe few who pre. 
tended that they came fromGod,and gave 
ſufficient evidence to the world that they 
ſpake by God s Command, have been ſo 
happy as to gain credit to the God from 
whom they came, as the true (30d, and 
to themſelves as his true Prophets, by a 
timely and evident fulhiling of thoſe things 
which they did foretel. Now ſeeing, that 
there have been men who have foretold 
the the things which afterwards came to 
paſs in all circumſtances as they were fore- 
told; and ſuch things as did not depend 
upon the conſtant courſe of Nature, and 
ſuch as no man elſe could foreſee; and 
ſceing that theſe men did profeſs they 
knew not theſe things by their own Art or 


Srudy, nor by any natural means, but on-. 


ly by the revelation which they had from 
God; and ſeeing it is unconceivable how 
any ſhould know ſuch things but he alone 
who governs and orders all things ; I can- 
not but believe there is a God, who ſent 
theſe men, and ſpake by them. 

2, Works have bcen done, which not 
only exceed the power of man to do, but 
are clearly above the power, and againſt 
the courſe of nature ; theſe are truly cal- 
led Miracles, wonderful works. The Fire 

hath 
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hath refuſed to burn them that were caſt 
into it, the Waters have ſtood up like 
W ails on cach hand, whii men have paſ- 
ſed dry-foot through the midſt of them; 
the Sun hath been made to ſtand ill for « 
time, 2nd the dead have been raiſed to life 
with a word : theſe. and the like tnings I 
am ſure man hati or himſelf no power to 
do.ti ir can any man imaglr: © 710m the 
could be done, but by hun alone who 
hath the command of nature. Theſe things 
were done by men onely, who ſaid the 
came from God, and to witreſs to the 
world that they ſaid truly, and 23! ro per- 
ſwade the world to acknowledge G:d, to 
fear, worſhip, and obey him; an there- 
fore I cannot bur believe that there is a 
God who ſent theſe men, and wrought by 
them. 

If any man now ask,how we know there 
have been ſuch things as theſe, he will 
receive a fuller anſwer in that which now 
follows, to ſhew what reaſon we have to 
believe the Scriptures to be true, wherein 
theſe things are recorded, 

It is very reaſonable to believe, that 

( if there be a God ) he expects ſome ho- 
mage and duty from us; and becauſe we 
can of our ſcives but gueſs, at moſt, what 
duties 
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duties they be which we are to pay unto | 


him, and ſo may be miſtaken; it is far. 


ther yet very reaſonable to believe that | 
God hath giv2n us ſome notice of his will | 
and pleaſure, and ſome rule to direct us | 
how we may acceptabiy ſerve and honour | 
him: and that he ſhould therein make * 


known unto us ſo much of himſelf, as may 
beget in us an honuorable cfteem, and re- 
verend thoughts of his Majeſty; and fo 
much of his works, as to convince us that 
we came from him, and do depend upon 
him ; and fo much of his goodneſs-and 
bounty as may encourage us to ferve him 
cheerfully ; and laſtly, ſuch demonftrati- 


ons of his truth, as may ſatisfte us that all 
this is real, and no guile or deceit in it. : 
The reaſonableneſs of believing this, upon 


ſuppolition onely that there is a God, 
will make it til] more reaſonable to believe 
there 15 4 God, when we ſee that there is 


ſomething, which men do receive and 


own, as arule ſent from Gcd to teach us 
how we are to honour him, and that it 
hath all thoſe things in it, which we ſuppoſe 
zt reaſonable that ſuch a Rule ſhould have. 
Now we have 1n our hands a book, cal- 
ted the Bible or book, and the Scripture or 
Writing, by way of excellency : and it is 
| believed 
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| believed that in this Book we have the 

| Word of God, whereby he hath revealed 

| himſelf and his will unto us; to teach us 
both what we are to believe, and what 
we are to do, and what we are to hope 
 -FOr; Int then which we are now to be 
( ſatisfied in, is, how 1t appears that this 

' Book doth indeed contam the Word of 
. God, Now this Book being made up of 
two parts, the Old, and the New Teſta- 
ment, and the Writers of the New Teſta- 
ment bearing witneſs to the Writers of the 
Old Teſtament, that they came from 
God; it will certainly follow, that if the 
Writings of the New Teſtament be true, 
and from God, the Writings of the Old 
* are ſo too: Therefore a man need do no. 
more but ſatisfie himſeif in the truth, and 
Divine Authority of the New Teſtament. . 
And herc let a man thus reaſon with him- = 
fel. 

I. I ſee that we have theſe Books, and 
[ſee whoſe names they bear, I ſee that the 
men who writ theſe Books pretend that 
they ſpake from God, and that we ought 
: to receive theſe books as the Word of 
God ; and. a great part of the world \'Y 
doth receive them as ſuch, Now that ſuch © 
men once werc in the world, and that 


theſe 
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theſe baoks-were indeed written by them, { 
[ have as much reaſon to believe as the 
matter will bear, that 1s, as much as ] 
can have to believe any thing that was 
done before I was born ; and no man can | 
expect more, I find that the Hiſtories | 
which are generally received throughout, 
the world do make mention of them, and. 
do record the many oppoſitions, and per- 
fecutions which they met with in the 
world, becauſe of what they preached 
and writ. And of theſe that witneſs of 
them, ſome indeed are Friends, ſuch as 
believe what they write, and build their 
Salvation upon it, and therefore would 
certainly take what pains they could to be 
well informed of the truth of it, and can- - 
not be ſuppoſed ( being many of them | 
the learnedit men in the world ) to have 
taken meerly on truſt a thing which they 
thought of ſuch everfaſting concernment 
to all the world, that they feared not the 
moſt barbarous Torments and Deaths, but 
chearfully ſuffered all in defence of it: {| 
Others are Enemies, ſuch as believe no t 


what is written, but yet witneſs that there +. 


were ſuch men, and that thus they writ, 
and themſelves write againſt the things 


here written, Seeing then that wejhave the 
con- | 
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concurrent Teſtimonies of Friends and E- 
nemies in all ages {ince theſe men lived 


. and wrote, and that now their Writings 


have been received, and to the death de- 
tended, by a great, and that the moſt civi- 
11:Zed, learned, and wiſeſt, part of the 
world, for ncer upon ſeventeen hundred 
years ; if ] do not believe that fuch men 
there were, and that ſuch things they 
wrote, I can believe no Hiſtory, nor any 
thing which was, or was done bcforel 
was, or that I have not ſeen: and this 
certainly were molt abſurd. 

2, 1 find that theſe men who writ theſe 
Books do tell us in them, that there was 
one then {1 the world called Jeſus Chriit, 
and he was the Son of God, and came 
forth from God to teach men the true 
knowledge of God; and that they were 
his Diſciples, Scholars and Followers, 
and were taught by him, and by the Spi- 
ritof God; and were fent forth by him, 
with command to preach what he had 
taught them, to the world ; and that this 
is God's Word which they have left us 1n 
theſe Books, If then theſe men ſpeak the 
truth, then is this God's Word. All then 
that I am now to be ſatisfied in, is, what 
reaſon I have to believe that theſe men - 
ſpake the truth. 3. That 
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3. That theſe men ſpake truth , and 
writ the truth, and nothing elſe, 1 ſhall 


have reaſon to believe, If I can find that - 


they ,had all opportunities of knowing 
the truth of what they writ ; and that they 
have given ſufficient teſtimony of their in- 
tegrity, and fidelity in writing only what 
they knew. 

1. That they had all the opportunities 
of knowing the-truth of what they writ, 
| cannot doubt, when I conſider that moſt 
of them were conſtantly with Jeſus Chriſt, 
and inſtructed by him : and that all they 
write is either a relation of the deeds of 
Chiiſt, whereof they were eye-witneſles , 
or of ſuch deeds whereof themſclves were 
aQors; or elſe ſuch Doctrines as Chriſt 
taught them, and they received from his 
mouth. 

2. That they have given ſufficient evi- 
dence of their fidelity and honefty in delt- 
vering unto usnothing but the truth which 
they knew ; I cannot but believe when I 
conſider theſe things. 

1. In ſome of thechief matters of fact 
which they relate, which ſeem of all others 
moſt incredible ; and which, if once be- 
lieved, will certainly give credit to all 
they fay; as the Death and Burial, and

| own and countenance; and in all proba- 
| bility, would with the Sword endeavour 
to uphold. Yea they found themſelves in- 
| Fdeedderided and perſecuted, expoſed to 
hunger and thirſt, and watchings, and 
\ firipes, and bonds, and death; and con- 
| fantly endured all ſufferings, and ſhame 
for the DoQrine's ſake which they preach- 
ed: they could not then propoſe to them- 


felves worldly wealth, or honors, or plea- 
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ſores in what they did. Nor is it reaſonable 
to think they did it meerly to get th-in- 
ſelves an empty name hereby ; tor bci:des 
that, they were made a laughing-Rock 
both to jews and GComiles, and wholly atſ- 
reguarded it: it 1s not uſual for men of 
their breeding, and mean way of living, 
to be ſo ambiriouſly greedy of a dare name, 
as to forgo their whole livel yhoods, en- 
dure all miſeries, and lay down tietr lives 
to purchaſe it : yca both their Converſati- 
tions and Docirines did ail along con- 
demn, and ſhew tney were not tainred ci- 
ther ,with falſehood, or ambition. Did 
they then believe themſeives what the 
ſpake and writ, or did they not ? If they 
aid not believe it, then did tney for the 
ſake of an known, and unprofitable lie, 
forſake all that was good and profitable to 
them in this world , whilſt they had no 
nopecs of another world , and ſo muſt needs 
be perfectly mad : bur they were no mad 
men, their own writings do abundantly 
witneſs for them. It rhey did believe what 
ticy writ, to be true, and had all opportu- 
nities of knowing the rruth, and run the 
hazard of all they hadin profeſſing i it, and 
making it known unto the world, © and 
ſought c.0 temporal advantage to them- 
{clves 
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ſelves by it; then ſure we have all reaſon 
ro believe them honeſt and plain-dealing 
men, and to embrane the Truth which 
they have left us. 

I conſider once more,that they were men 
ſo unblameable in their Lives, that the very 
worlt their enemies could ſay of them,was, 
that they were 2 company of plain, ſimple, 
and unlearned men : If fo, ren is 1t {till 
more unlikely that they ſhouid of tneir 
own brains invent ſuch a Religion, as ſo 
oreat and [carned a part of mankind hath 
now ſo long a time embraced as the wiicit 
and the beſt, and which all muſt grant did 
require more then a Fools head to invent 
it. Again, if thefe men had an ambition 
onely to be the Founders of a new Reliz- 
on; then either they had real hopes that 
the wor[d would accept of ir, or they had 
none: It cannot be thought tzzy had no 
ſuch hope,for who would ſuffer what they 
did to promote that which they did not 
hope wouid prevail? And if they had any 
ſuch hope, whence C14 it ariſe ? They couid 
not hope that all the mighty Princes, and 
great Scholars of the world, and men bred 
and born and zealous 1n other Religions , 
would cafily be led into a new one by 2 

few poor, inconfiderable, onlearned men :; 
| F423 nay ; 
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nay, if they hoped by their own Authority 
and credit to impoſe this new Religion on 


men, why were they ſo free in diſcovering 


their own meanneſs ,and what's more their 
own failings and infirmities which ſure 
muſt needs prejudice men from receiving 
it onely upon their commendatton of it. 
Or did they hope that the Doctrine would 
commend it felt, and ſo venture it to be 


- = 


tryed onely by it's app2rent purity and ; 
goodneſs? Then was this plain-dealing and |

honeſty ; and if men embraced it for this, | 


then is it truly ſuch, and indeed we cannot 
imagine but that which is received by ſo 
great a part of Mankind, and yet is ſo con- 
trary to the Religions to which men wecre 
before wedded, and ſo croſs to the deſigns 
of worldly, ambitious, and voluptuous 
men, who arc ulually both the greateſt and 
mightieſt part of manlin 4,muſt needs have 
ſome more than ordinary apparent excel- 
lency i: :t, and power manifeſtly going 2- 


long with i: : 4nd ſo we find {till more and 
more reaſon to beiſeve it. 


Will auy man yer ſay,that perhaps theſe * 
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this? Firſt, the works he did were ſuch as 
they ſaw, and not onely they, but his Ene- 
mizc= were convinced they were real, Se- 
condly, choſe works were enough to con- 
vince them that what he taught them was 
nothing but the very truth. 

___ Firft,that wonderful works were wrought 
4 by; Jeſus Chriſt and his followers,they who 
are no Friends to either, but Enemies , do 
witneſs. Neither can any man perſwade 
himſelf, that the writers of Scriptures durſt 
have publiſhed theſe things to the World 
at that time, when there were ſo many men 
alive, who would have diſproved them,and 
declared them lyars, and marred thetr 
whole deſign and credit, if they had been 
|, falfe. They tell us not of things done in a 
' corner, where others could not ſee, but in 
| the ſtreets and Market-p!aces,and publick 
Aﬀemblies, and in the preſence of thou- 
fands, who had ſeen and taſted of them. 
Secondly, the works done were ſuffici- 
ent to prove the Doctrine taught to be of 
God. 1. They were profefſedly done to 
| that end that men might believe it was 
|. from God ; and therefore it muſt be beliey- 
, Edthat they were ſuch as were fit to pro- 
|; duce ſuch a belief, for if they had not beea 
| fuch as men muſt reafonably think they 
H 3 were 
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were done by the power of God only, 
there could be no hopes tie Doctrine 
would be believed to come from God, be- 
cauſe of them. .2. That they were fuch ag 
did truly mamicſt a divine powcr , the 
works themſeives are envugh to convince 

us. For who but God, or they with whom 
_ God wrought,could make the blind to fee, 


the lame to walk, the deaf tohear, a few 


loaves to ſatisfic, and much more than ſa- 
tisfie, many thouſands? Who could raiſe 
the dead to life again, command licknefles 
to depart, the winds to ceaſe, the Seas to be 
calm, the Devils to be gone ? Who could 
_ raiſe himſelf from the dead, and go up in- 
to Heavenin the ſight of Men, and difco- 
ver the thoughts of men's hearts, and ſuch 
like wonderful works as the world ſaw 
done by Jeſus Chriſt and his followers, but 
by the power of an Almighty God? Was 


not all this enough to convince men to be- 


lieve that theſe men came from God, and 
ſpake from God? 


Laſtly,If after all this it ſhall appear that . 


the things which are written in theſe 
books, are ſuch things as do well become 
the Majeſty and wiſdome, and goodneſs of 
God to make known, and fit for man , on 


ſuppoſition that there be a God, to know ; 


what 
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what more can be thought requiſite to ſa-

and in giving us ihe command and uſe of 
othcr Creatures ; and how man fell by dif. 
obeying God from that good and comfor- 
table cſtate, into all manner of miſery, tne 
ſevere judgments of God on thoſe who 
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f-ubbornly continue in their Rebellion a- 
ainſt him, and the wonderful courſes that 
God hath taken to reftore us to 22:ppineſs 
and the ſingular mercies of God to allthar 
fear him : And what things can we Imagine 
fitter than theſe to perſwade man to honor 
. | - :. : - 
and fear, and love, and obey God. Again, 
if we conſider the Doctrines commended 


therein to our Faith, 2s the Doctrine of the 


Trinity,and the Incarnation of Jeſus Chriſt, 
and the ſending of the Holy Ghoſt,and the 
way of pardoning fins, and ſaving finners 
by the death and Reſurrection of the eter- 
nal Son of God, and the like ; theſe things 
are wonderful and Myſterious;and becauſe 
they are ſo, they are the fitter to beget in 
us Humility, and Reverence, and admira- 
tion; and being fo comfortable, to oblige 
us to all love and obedience. If we look 
'vpon the Laws and Rules of Life, of wor- 
ſiipping God,& watching over our ſelves, 
and loving our Neighbours; we find them 
all to be full of all Purity, and Holineſs,& 
Juſtice, and Equity, ſuch as we muſt needs 
:n reaſon judge fit to be obſerved : and the 
things commanded ſuch as tend moft evi- 
dently to the glory of God, and the nniver- 
ſal good of all mankind, {o that the wit of 
man cannot poſſibly conceive what could 

have 
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have been wiſer or better. Laſtly, if we 
conſider the promiſes and rewards propo- 
ſed for the incouragement of obedience, 
and the tareatnings and punifhments de- 
nonifced againſt all diſobedience ; we find 
them ſuch as truly becomes an eternal 
God, and moſt apt to beget obedience to 
the Laws of God : for they are notlite and 
momentany,nor reaching(as thoſe of men) 
to the body onely and this preſent Life,but 
they are infinite and eternal, of Soul and. 
Body both. Conſidering all theſe things , 
I cannot imagine what could be more wor- 
thy of God to reveal, or neceſſary for man 
to know,than the things contained in theſe 
books. 

Secing now that the World hath ever 
believed that thereis a God, and that the 


very Being, Order, Beauty, variety, uſe, 


and working of all things make it highly 
reaſonable ſo to believe : Seeing there have 
been Prophefies and Miracles fuch as can- 
not be conceived poſhble without a God : 

Secing that we have Books which pretend 
to make known God and his Will unto us, 

and that it is moſt reaſonable, if there be a 
God, to believe he ſhould ſome way make 
this known unto vs: and ſecing that the 


men whoſe names theſe books do bear, 


cannot 
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cannot reaſonably be denyed once to have 
been, and to have written them ; neitl;s; 


can be ſuſpected either of Ignorance or 
falſhood ; Seeing tacy write of 05.0 jeſus 


Chriſt their Maſter and Teacher, arid it 
cannot be aenyed that ſuch 79 viÞ rivre 
was, and that he (aid he camc {from Ged, 
and confirmed what ke f:id by many won- 
derful Works and Miiracies, wiitch none 
can imagine that any power leſs than Gods 
could do: And ſeeing that the Doctrine 


.- which he taught, was ſpread over a great 


part of the World, ina very {nort time,by 
men of vulgar Rank, mean Occupations, 
and little Learning, and leſs Authority , 
without all outward force or compulſion, 
without ail pomp of ſecultzr Learning, but 
with all plainneſs and ſimplicity of ſpeech, 
and that againſt the Religion then in poſ- 
ſeſhon, and highly magnified ; againſt the 
Learning then in great eſteem; againſt all 
the beloved Luſts and worldly Intereſts of 
men,and the violent endeavours of power- 
ful and Learned Adverſaries: And ſeeing 
theſe men had nothing to bear them out a- 
gainſt all this, but the Miracles which they 
wrought, and the purity of their Lives and
